In the last Newsletter, you were provided certain information on 
the WF, SP and AMS publications procurement allotments, as well as data 
on the Counterpart Fund Program (PL 480). In view of the importance of 
these subjects to your operations, the latest developments are summarized 
below. 

FY 60 Funds for WF, SP, and AMS 

Effective July 1, 1959, all funds for the procurement of publi- 
cations requested by the three headquarters activities designated WF, 

SP, and AMS will remain and be controlled in Washington by ICD/FP, 

Each of you and your Disbursing Officers will receive authorizations 
for specific amounts to cover both selection and specific order programs. 
All charges against these authorizations will have to be reported to the 
Department for incorporation in the centralized records of the Depart- 
ment. Whenever selection items exceed current authorization balances, 
additional authorizations should be requested by communicating the re- 
quest to ICD/FP. Detailed instructions explaining these new procedures 
are being prepared for transmittal to each post. 

Counterpart Funds Program (PL 480) 

Both the National Science Foundation and the Library of Congress 
have submitted revised FY 60 estimates to the Bureau of the Budget, 
providing for the use of counterpart funds to establish contractual 
agreements in certain countries for translation and abstracting pro- 
grams, and for the collection, cataloging and bibliographic control of 
foreign publications and documents. Hearings on these budget propos- 
als are yet to be held.
